Dublin, Tuesday Evening. 
Ministers have had a majority on the Budget, and 

Funds have risen in consequence. They opened this 
morning at one-eighth advance on yesterday evening's 
closing price, remained firm all day, and have finally 
closed at the advance of another eighth.

Another objection, originating entirely from sel- 
fishness, is raised against the alteration of the news- 
paper stamp. The present stamp is less than a 
fourth of the price of a dear journal ; it is exactly 
double the price of d cheap one. It is the most 
serious impediment to a great country circulation in 
their case. To meet this doubling of the charge, 
proprietors of cheap journals form agencies, and 
transmit their papers to them by railway parcels. 
The proposed alteration of the stamp will allow 
12 copies of a paper to be sent by mail for two 
pence, and six forapenny. It is objected that a 
fresh stamp will be required if the paper is sent to a 
friend. But who would think of sending papers 
habitually to friends when every one can receive his 
own paper for a penny and the fraction ofa farthing? 
It is very easy for three or four friends, who live 
near each other, to receive four papers under the one 
penny stamp, under the one cover, and call for them 
at the direction fixed upon. 

The case is different with respect to dear journals. 
The cost of these is so great that two or three join 
in the subscription and send them through post to 
each other. The addition of a penny stamp upon 
each transmission of these papers through the post 
must seriously injure the circulation of expensive 
papers. But why should the public interest be 
sacrificed for the benefit of a few? Or, on what 
equitable grounds can an arrangement be objected 
to which gives every man the power of possessing his 
own newspaper on the day of publication, at a frac- 
tional charge over the penny ? 


Yrsrrapar the University of Dublin conferred all 
she could bestow upon one of the most illustrious 
Irishmen. Sir John Lawrence was presented with 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws, in the pre- 
sence of Viceroyalty. Such atitle cannot add to his 
glory, but it may to his happiness. It is something, 
after a life of peril, in returning to one's native land, 
to find that all men are not ungrateful, and that even 
one of the most learned societies in the civilised 
world, which lives far apart from the din of arms 
and the shock of combatants, steps out of her retire- 


ment to honour one of the bravest, as well as the 


most prudent, sons Ireland has produced. 

When the Indian mutiny first broke upon us, and 
all else was confusion and incapacity at the seat of 
Government, two men, brothers, were in India, 
who, alone, seemed to have a clear idea of the danger 
and the way to meet it. Sir Henry Lawrence was 
in Lucknow. They alone seemed to have learned 
the character of the Asiatic mind, and the fearfe! 
hatred it had assumed. All India was fermenting 
through the month of April. In May Lord Canning 
believed he had quieted revolt by conciliation, and 
punished mutincers by enabling them to escape. On 
the 16th of May the critical eye of Sir Henry 
Lawrence discerned the coming storm. He telegraphed 
to Lord Canning to send for troops from China, 
Ceylon, and elsewhere. Ile begged of his lordship 
to intercept the troops then proceeding from England 
to India, and thus secured the safety of Calcutta itself, 
The history of Sir Henry Lawrence, from that date 
until hisdeath, is the history of a soldier struggling 
manfully against a multitude. Ile sleeps in an 
honoured grave in Lucknow, but we love to think 
that we add a leaf to the chaplet of his glory when 
we crown his brother. 

Of all the conquered provinces of India, the Pun- 
jaub was the most turbulent, as well as the most 
warlike. It had only settled down from a fearful 
contest with us, and was believed to be the most 
formidable element of the mutiny. Sir John Law- 
rence, stationed at Peshawur, looking out on the 
Cabul Pass, saw the fire of revolt spreading in his 
rear. Ina few brief words he informed Lord Can- 
ning by telegraph that he would make short work 
of the mutiny in the Punjaub, should the Governor 
grant him full and independent powers. Lord Can- 
ning did so, and from that moment the Punjaub 
became the mainstay of English power in India. 
Hecolleeted the revenue without the loss ofa rupee ; 
the natives lent their money cheerfully on his sole 
security. The armies around Delhi were fed from 
the Punjaub; the Sikhs and Punjaubees, to the num- 
ber of 60,000 men, flocked to his standard. Had not 
Sir John Lawrence ruled in the Punjaub, Delhi could 
never have been taken. His foresight made the 
famous march of Havelock and the capture of Luck- 
now possible. 


And if, as a military commander, he has become 
one of the foremost among the conquerors of India, 
by his civil administration he deserves to be called 
hex saviour. Under him, works of irrigation were 
commenced, canals formed, railways inaugurated, 
ports opened. He endeavoured to make the native 
loyal by making him contented, and peaceful by 
teaching him the value of industry. Ile first boldly 
determined to fling aside all regard for caste, and te 
enrol in his armies the converted Hindoo, believing 
he would not be the worse soldier if he were a 
Christian. The Lawrence Asylum is proof of the 
benevolence and charity of the two brothers. The 
navigation of the Indies is the peculiar glory of the 
one. Others have been ennobled for less than Sir 
John Lawrence accomplished in any one month of 
his authority. But the University grants him 
what no title can confer—the testimony of respect 
from the aged, and admiration from the young, to 
him who best deserves it all.

The Morning Star on the Effect of the Abolition 


of the Paper-duty on the Rag Market:— 

We are threatened with a Rag panic. We have seen 
many panics for which the country has paid pretty ex- 
tensively and are still paying, and we thought that it 
had no appetite for another. Some of our contemporaries, 
it appears, think differently, and have invented and 
suggested a new cry—acry for “ rags.” It is nota 
very dignifjed or original cry ; as the magistrates say of 
a suspicious character, we think we have heard of it 
before; but there is no knowing that it 
may not find some partisans, Tastes proverbially differ, 
and a rag panic may attract followers. One day last week 
a new spectacle was presented to the public, 
The face of the Times was suffused with maiden blushes. 
It coyly confessed that Mr. Gladstone's proposed repeal 
of the paper-duties was “a boon that that journal had 
always ardently desired,” but had always restrained its 
interested fervour, and, with a self-denial which the 
public were called upon to notice and appreciate, had 
put in only a “ timid claim for it,” and actually doubted 
its own powers of “impartiality in estimating Mr. 
Gladstone 's really great scheme,” on account of its own 
too obvious interest in the repeal of the paper-duty. 
We cannot refrain from pausing to contemplate the 
interesting exhibition the Times makes of itself, 
kneeling at the confessional of public opinion in 
this new character. It is always refreshing to find con- 
scientious modesty doubtful of its ability to discharge its 
high duties in a becoming frameofmind. The town was 
taken by surprise at the spectacle of this indurated and 
meddlesome mother-in-law of the press (f er the pattern 
Punch delights to delineate) holding her fan betore her 
face to conceal her too evident sensibility. Neither 
Mrs. German Reed nor Mr. Woodin ever con- 
ceived a more startling transformation than this 
But let that pass. We have rather to do with 
the national bankruptcy in old clothes, which the 
Times foresees is inevitable, unless France concedes frie 
trade in rags. Is it by no means certain that France 
will not do it ? It is more than likely that France will 
be asked to do it; and there is no good reason why 
France should refuse compliance. By keeping up an 
export duty on rags, that country cheats its rug proprie- 
tors for the benefit of its paper-makers,which is a vexa- 
tious and inconsistent taxation of its whole nation of 
consumers for the benefit of one trade. There is no 
sense in this; and it is not likely to be continued. 

But be this as it may, the practical question is—Are 
we dependent on France for rage? ‘The answer is— 
We are not. The Times says we “are at the mercy of 
the rag merchants.” The answer is—We are not. This 
authority says, that “ the public may take it for an in- 
disputable fact that paper of any quality worthy to be 
called paper must depend for its fibre upon rage. The 
answer is—It is not true. The terms of this last asser- 
tion are as inexact asthe fact intended to be expressed 
is baseless. ‘The constituent of rags is the fibre 
of flax, and flax can be produced in any quantity; and 
the refuse of flax, which is not now used, is proved to 
bea true constituent of paper. Mr. Houghton has 
patented a process for making paper frem flax refuse, 
for which he has been offered £74 per ton. He has die- 
covered a process by which he expels, by a single opera- 
tion, the silica which now renders worthless so many 
materials, especially straw. We believe a sample of the 
paper for which the patentee has been offered & per 
— has been laid before the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer.

22.— An Imperial decree of 
to-day conceded to the Jews of Lower Austria, Moravia, 
Silesia, Hungary, Vogotelland, Crotia, Sclavonia, Walla- 
chia, and the Littorial districts, the right of possessing 
real property. They cannot, however, exercise the 
right of patronage, jurisdiction, or scholastic repre- 
sentation attached to such possessions. They may be- 
come agricultural proprietors if, in compliance with 
law, they are domiciled upon their establishment, and 
cultivate the land themselves. In Gallicia, Bokowina, 
and Cracow, the rights enjoyed by Christians, con- 
nected with the possession of real property, are granted 
to those Jews who have been educated at the colleges, 
or at commercial, national, or mining academies, or 
who are officersin the army.

THE BUDGET—A LETTER FROM THE CHAN- 

CELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER. 

The Globe publishes a long letter addressed to-day 
by Mr. Gladstone to a committee of Mincing-lane im- 
porters. Its object is te narrow any apparent kind of 
difference between them and the Government. The 
Budget, he says, gives a reliet from present taxes of 
nearly four millions, and to nearly five millions, includ- 
ing the residue, to the like effect next gear, and this is ac- 
complished at a charge of something over three millions 
to the revenue of the coming year.

If I understand the 
right bon. gentleman, he thinks it a great offence in the 
Minister to-haveadvised hig Sovereign to make a Treaty in 
which Parliament, as the right hon. gentleman thinks, bas 
the right of direct legislative sanction, and he thinks it can 
only be through inadvertence that this could happen. Rut 
there have been Ministers so insensible to their duties that 
they have entered into agreements which required legisla- 
tive sanction, but whe—no doubt through inadvertence 
(cheers) — have forgotten to ask for that legislative sanction. 
The last imtance I remember occurred in a treaty with a 
northern power, in the 20th article of which it was sought 
to make a provision against the fraudulent use of trade 
marks, and her Britannic Majesty agreed to recommend to 
Parliament to complete the stipulation. The Government 
that made that arrangement with a foreign power never 
came to Parliament to approve the provision when they laid 
the Treaty on the table, or at any time during their con- 
tinuance in office, and that was a Government of which the 
right hen. gentleman formed a part. (Cheers and laughter.) 
There are other parts of Mr. Pitt's proceedings in which | 
fally grant we might have imitated him, but they lie in the 
future, We have no desire to interfere with the liberty of 
Parliament as 40 the provisions of this Treaty; indeed, we 
have desired to have the opinions of the House upon the 
subject, and if we have erred it has been from a 
too rigid adherence to the precedent of Mr. Pitt.
